Os Friday last, Lord John Russell received a de 
spatch from M. Thouvenel, which he stated to be 
of the utmost gravity and importance. The despatch 
was understood to refer to the annexation of Savoy, 
including the districts of Chablais and Faucigny, and 
that without any consultation with the Great Powers. 
France is pursuing her designs with a high hand. 
She states her purpose, executes it, and defies the 
public law of Europe. A despatch of such a charac- 
ter could, we think, be readily answered. Creat 
Britain isa party to solemn treaties, which guarantee 
the neutrality of Chablais and Faucigny, for the ex- 
press purpose of protecting the independence of 
Switzerland. To say that Chablais could be neutral 
when in the possession of France is simply absurd. 
Against France alone was its neutrality proclaimed 
and guaranteed. If it be ceded to France, one side 
of the Lake of Geneva becomes actually French. 
Freneh territory will stretch up between Geneva and 
the Valais, and Geneva itself will be isolated in 
French territory. A few hours would suftice to place 
a French corps d'armee in any part of Switzerland 
bordering upon the Lake; and, without some ma- 
terial guarantee, the independence of Switzerland is 
not wotth a week's purchase, in presence of the 
legions of France. 

An answer, we say; could be readily given, for the 
despatch of M. Thouvenel admitted but of one reply 
from a sound-hearted Minister. Lord John Russell 
had but to say that Great Britain and three of the 
Great Powers guaranteed the neutrality of Chablais 
and the independence of Switzerland, and could not 
suffer posterity to lament that the faith of nations 
should be violat ed with her connivance. His duty 
was strongly and emphatically to protest against this 
seizure of Savoy, and this menace against Switzer- 
land. There was uo need of historical disquisitions— 
no necessity for voluminous research. ‘The matter 
was plain. One Power determined to overthrow a 
neutrality guaranteed by the other Four. If these 
Four Powers are so divided as to be incapable of 
union for a common interest, the fault rests with our 
Foreign Minister, whose zeal in behalf of intimate 
relations with France led him to offend the rest; yet, 
even if alone, and certain to be unsupported, an in- 
dignant protest became an English Minister. Lor 
it is not the desire of territorial aggrandisement which 
ia the worst feature of the policy of France ; it is 
the deliberate deception and exhaustive treachery 
which is detected in her diplomacy. One little month 
since, M. Thouvenel declared that, in case Savoy 
was annexed to France, the Emperor acknowledged 
that Chablais and Faucigny should be given to 
Switzerland. Now France must have the whole, 
and the remonstrances of Switzerland will not even 
be listened to. r 

But Lord John Russell knows not how to reply. 
Saturday, Sunday, and Monday, intervened—time 
enough, wefshould suppose, to enable so practical a 
writer to frame a despatch. On last night, Lord 
John was still in anxious thought respecting the 
terms of his reply.” He begs the-Iouse to ask 
no further information for a while, but to permit 
him to cogitate in peace. We shall be curious to 
read a despatch which required such extraordinary 
preparation. 

While the English Foreign Minister is studying 
the dictionary of synonyms, the Emperor of the 
French acts, ‘The municipalities of Savoy are as 
effectually drilled as they were in 1793, when they 
voted annexation to the French Republic. A depu- 
tation of forty Savoyards had an interview yesterday 
with the Emperor. Of course, he rejoices to accede 
to thf& popular voice, and take under his protection 
700,000 new subjects, to replace his 50,000 slain in 
Lombardy, and in Central Italy all is proceeding ex- 
actly as the Emperor marked out. Victor Emmanuel 
has accepted the fealtyof the milian Provinces, and 
annexed them to his kingdom. The Pope loses bis 
richest tributaries and two millions of subjects. 

But the King of Piedmont “ will not fail in his 
“deep devotedness to the Chief of the Church.“ He 
ig as ready as his father was in 1548 to defend * the 
‘independence necessary to the Supreme Minister 
“of Religion, the Pope.” He will contribute to 
the splendour of his Conrt—that is, he will pay an 


sovereignty. That means, he will accept the Ro- 
magnas as a Vieariate from the Papacy, and we 
are likely to have the curious phenomenon of a 
lieutenant, abjured and excommunicated, ruling in 
spite of the Lord he professes to respect. 

The King of Sardinia speaks not a word respect 
ing Tuscany. He mentions the union of Modena 
and Parma, as well as the Romagnas, to his State, 
but hints not at fair Florence, although Florenée has 
been, if possible, more marked in her adhesion.

The Times on the Reform Bill — 

In the speech in which he introduced the Dill for 
the Representation of the People, Lord John Russell dis 
missed the county franchise in an cxceedingly summer 
manner. The House of Commons had,” he said, 
“ thought fit, in 1832, to extend the right of voting for 
members for counties to £50 occupiers, and, having 
done so, there could be no good reason why the same 
franchise should not be extended to occupiers between 
£50 and 410.“ This ia, na it seems tous, a specimen of 
avery ordinary, but alsoa very objectionable, style of 
political reasoning. Starting from the notion of ab- 
stract equality, aud applying it rigorously to the mat- 
ter before us the argument is withouta flaw ; but it 
will be well for this country, and well for the progress 
of political knowledge, when statesmen have been 
induced to receive as an axiom that measures ought 
to be considered, not with reference to abstract 
and metaphysical considerations, but to well-ascer- 
tained a practical results. Be the inequality 

inted out by Lord John Russell ever so glaring, 
teught not to be done away with merely for the sake 
of proportion and symmetry. That which we require 
to — and without which we know nothing, is what 
effects the proposed change will produce beyond the 
establishinent of an equality between the county and 
borough voters which seems only established in order 
immediately to be destroyed.

What portion of these is comprised within 
the class of occupants between £10 and £50, what por- 
tion is above it and what below it, we cannot tell, and 
are driven to the vaguest possible assumptions in order to 
determine the point. It is really hardly worth while to 
hazard a conjecture. It has been estimated at 50 per 
cent, on what data we know not; and, if this item be 
assumed, as it may be for all we know, just as well as 
any other, the result of the two deductions would be 
that the county constituency would be increased by 
157,779 electors. All we really know is, that the gross 
total is 415,000 occupiers, at from'£10 to £50 of rateable 
value. We have specified the principal deductions that 
are to be made, but as to the amount of those deductions 
we feel quite incompetent to offer an opinion. 

But if we only see a glimmering light as to the total 
of the addition to the county constituency, with regard 
to the distribution of that addition we are left in utter 
and entire darkness. Does the increase follow the 
same law as we have shown to exist in boroughs—that 
is, does it add largely to the large and little to the little 
constituencies, or does it redress the inequalities of 
county representation, instead of reducing them, as in 
the case —— We know no means of obtaining 
this information even for a single county, and we, at 
least, should be ashamed to put forth opinions on so im- 
portant a subject with nothing more than our vague 
conjectures to support them. It is reasonable to suppose 
that the largest additions will be made to the con- 
stituencies of counties containing a number of populous 
and unrepresented towns. This seems to point to a 
considerable increase in the power of the manufactur- 
ing and commercial interests. On the other hand, 
there is another question of equal, or of even greater 
importance, The point is not so much what these 
constituencies are as what, in course of time, they may 
become. ‘There is this distinction between counties and 
boroughs—that the land in the counties is in compara- 
tively few hands. Will this reduction of the franchise 
to £10 give opportunities to proprietors of extending 
their political power, so that on this side, at least, the 
bill will be an eminently Conservative measure ? 
We must give the same monotonous answer. We 
cannot tell, we have no information, but we hope that 
on some of these points at least our ignorance may be 
enlightened in the course of this evening's debate. 


The Timee on the Indian Reforms about to be 
carried out by Mr. Wilson : — 


After long suspense and great secresy of discussion 
the new principles of our Fastern administration are 
suddenly announced with a boldness which throws even 
Mr. Gladstone's enterprise into the shade. If the 
“scheme of the Indian Government is correctly reported, 
ite vigorous radicalism may well surprise the most 
audacious of our politicians at home. The reductions 
proposed are in themselves of the most sweeping 
character, but in this case retrenchment implies some- 
thing more than economy. It carries with it a funda. 
mental change of system, and the repudiation of all 
those traditions of Government which have prevailed in 
Caleutta since India became British. The policy in 
contemplation is of such a kind as might have saved the 
French monarchy in 1789, and less, perhaps, would 
hardly have sufficed to meet the desperate exigencies of 
our Eastern Empire in 1860, 

Mr, Wilson, on his arrival in India, found not only a 
considerable deficit in the finances of the country, but 
such a scale of current expenditure as promised a 
steady increase of debt and difficulty. It was at this 
point, indeed, that he encountered the problem which 
it was his mission to solve. The mere deficiency of the 
year could be easily met. Ilindoos submit witheut 
murmuring to extraordinary taxation, provided only 
itis of a temporary character. Under the forms of a 
“gratuity"' or a “benevolence” they will contribute 
freely to the relief of the State at any particular crisis; 
itis only when the impost is expected to be permanent 
that opposition is experienced. Mr. Wilson, however, 
was in search, not of present relief, but absolute litera- 
tion. It was his business to restore an equilibrium 
between income and expenditure, and circumstances 
rendered this a task of peculiar difficulty. There was 
but one way of going to work, and that way led 
to a revolution of principles and system, The 
great incubus on the finances of India was the native 
army. That was theabyes in which the resources of 
the State were irrecoverably absorbed ; thie was the 
dragon which the champion ofeconomy was compelled 
to say. It was no easy exploit. Many persons, both 
in India and at home, have always strenuously main- 
tained that India can ever be governed without a large 
nativearmy, and the strength of these traditionary 
opinions is shown by the fact that, after the old army 
Bengal had perished in a rebellion against its own 
masters, a new army, scarcely less numerous or ex 
Pensive than the first, sprang into existence, no one 
knows how. It we recollect that within the last 
three years 150,000 native soldiers have been slain or 
dispersed in the Presidency of Bengal, we shall find it 
hard to believe that after such 1 und in so 
short a time, a second establishment like that 
found by Mr. Wilson could have been permitted te 
arise. 

At this moment, over and above an aggregate garri- 
son of more than 50,000 Luropean troops, Bengal con- 
tains 90,000 native soldiers, and 57,000 native military 
police. Taking the police and soldiery together, the 
numbers are scarcely less than those of the old Bengal 
army, while the strength and cost of the European 
contingent have been more than doubled. Of course, 
the revenue could not sustain such a burden, but the 
question was, how to reduce it? This question the Go 
vernment, it is said, will now answer by sweeping away 
every vestige of a native army, not only in Bengal, but 
in Madras aud Bombay also. This will be equivalent to 
a summary reduction of 210,200 men, and to a peeu- 
niary saving in direct proportion. It is not intended 
to augment the European establishments ; on the con 
trary, if 80,000 troops are to suffice for the 
whole of India, that standard will admit of some dimi- 
nution of the foree actually stationed in that country. 
Even the auxiliary battalions of native troops will be 
few and inexpensive. If the reports of the scheme 
are correct, only 40,000 native levies will be retained 
to relieve the European soldiery of its most trying 
duties. We should doubt whether these numbers, even 
with the aid of an armed police, would be found suffi. 
cient for all the purposes in view ; but the suggestion 
shows the radical character of the proposals enter 
tained. (M course, such a retrenchment will at once 
restore:the finances of India to a sound condition; but 
it will be asked with considerable emotion, both at home 
aud on the spot, Whether so extraordinary a measure 
can be adopted with satety to the State. 

After the opinion we have repeatedly expressed on 
this subject, we cannot be ex to dien a 
scheme which does but embody our own views, We 
believe the Sepoy army formed the real danger of India, 
and the real difficulty of Indian administration. We 
believe that the establishment which has insensibly 
succeeded it, though serviceable during the recent 
crisis, would, in the course ofa year or two, be as trouble- 
some as its predecessor; and we cannot but rejoice, 
therefore, over its timely doom. If 80,000 Europeans 
are maintained in efficiency for the protection of India, 
we are convinced that the addition of a“ native army” 
will only represent a costly and dangerous supertluity; 
but itis not to be presumed that the old traditions 
of Indian administration can be thts extinguished 
without resistance or protest. The interests em- 
braced in the native establishment are numerous 
and powerful, and the prejudices to be enlisted in its 
support inveterate and strong. We shall be told that 
European troops will be exhausted by the mere routine 
duties of a station under the sun of Hindostan, and that 
our costly garrison will melt imperceptibly away when 
they might have been preserved through the Instrumen- 
tality of a cheap and native levy. To some extent there 
is truth in this argument, and it is on this account that 
we have been induced todoubt the sufficiency of 40,000 
auxiliaries, At some stations, and during certain sea- 
sons, the whole garrison must necessarily be com 
of natives, and at all stations the strength of the Euro- 
pean contingent could be economised by the employment 
of natives in the ordinary duties of the day. This, 
however, is but a question of a few thousands more or 


less, pane the principle of the new scheme is thoroughly

On they came, riding at the 
head of the clan, and were already in the 
skirmishers of the Guide when the deadly fire of 
the rifles stretched them, all but two, on the ground. 
The loss of their chiefs so disheartened the Wuzerees 
that they broke at once, and scarcely fired another shot. 
They had, however, already by this time killed one man 
and wounded twelve of the Guides, and this foretaste 
showed how stubborn would have been the fight but 
fer the fall of the Wuzeree leaders. On the same day 
Rothney’s 4th Sikhs had an engagement with the enemy, 
and did well. The British force then marchedthrough the 
whole district from Khurram to Daur, and an excellent 
survey was made of it. This will enable us to punish 
the Wuzerees still more severely should they be in- 
clined to be troublesome again, which is not likely to 
be the case for a long period, after the castigation they 
have now received.— nd Mail.

ROYAL NATIONAL LIFEBOAT INSTITUTION. 
On Th the annual meeting of the 
friends and supporters of this institution was held at 
the London Tavern— Admiral the Earl of Shrewsbury 
and Talbot, C.B., V.P., in the chair. The meeting was 
influentially and most numerously attended, and 1 
others there were present — Thomas Baring, Esq., M. P.,

The noble Chairman expressed the satisfaction he felt 
in presiding over the annual meeting of so useful and 
thropic a society as the National Lifeboat Institu- | 
tion. He felt assured that the more its truly impor- 
tant operations were known, the more they would be ap- 
preciated and encouraged. (Hear, hear.) It was sa- 
tisfac to find that the institution was receiving con- 
siderable public support, but be hoped it would still be 
more extensive and liberal, in order to enable the so- 
ciety to maintain in a state of perfect efficiency its no- 
ble fleet of lifeboats, and gradually to increase their 
number. After having dwelt on some other points, his 
lordship called on 
Mr. Lewis, the secretary, to read the Annual Report. 
It began by stating that the total number of lifeboats, 
iucluding those in course of construction, belonging to 
the institution, amounted to one hundred and one—a 
truly noble fleet. Out-numbered, to-be-sure, by the 
navies of commerce and of war, but the largest life 
saving fleet that the world had yet seen. The 
lifeboats of the Royal National Lifeboat Insti- 
tution had, at various points of our coasts, been 
actively called into operation on sixty-one occasions 
during the past year. Iwo hundred and eighteen lives 
had been saved from thirty-nine wrecks, and five 
vessels had been assisted into port. For these 
valuable exertions the total sum paid to lifeboats’ 
crews was £733 188.94. On these occasions, and on 
those of quarterly exercise, the lifeboats were manned 
by about 4,000 persons. Nearly all the services took 
iú in stormy weather and heavy seas, and often in 
the dark hour of the night. The committee lamented 
that the number of wrecks in the seas and on the 
coasts of the British Isles, and the consequent loss of 
life therefrom, had been unprecedentedly e during 
the past year; no less than 1,646 of our fellow-creatures 
having met with a watery grave. In thecaseof two 
wrecks alone—viz., those of the Royal Charter and the 
Pomona—up ards of 800 s perished in the dark- 
ness of the night, without the possibility of any assis- 
tance reaching them. It was, however, consoling to 
find that the exertions which had been made during 
the past year to rescue life from shipwreck had been 
attended with great and encouraging success, as was 
shown by the official retuen of the Board of Trade ; 
2,332 having been thus saved. The services of a life- 
boat were usually only called into requisition when it 
would not be for any other kind of vessel to ap- 
roach a wreck. The total number of ns saved 
rom shipwreck since the first establishment of the 
National Lifeboat Institution, and for rescuing 
whom the committee had granted honorary and 
8 rewards, was 11,401. Language failed 
adeq y to describe the amount of happiness 
which the saving of so many thousands of persons 
must have conferred. During the past year 1 
medal, 20 silver medals, 13 votes of thanks, inscribed on 
vellum, and £1,108 15s. 3d. have been granted for sa- 


ving the lives of 499 persons on the coasts and outlying 
banks of the United Kingdom. Many of these services 
had been of the most gallant and noble character. The 


medal had been presented to Joseph Rogers, the 
seaman of the Royal Charter, who, with a line 
round him, swam through the heavy surf to the rocky 
shore, when that vessel was wrecked on the 
Anglesey coast in October last, which line was the 
means of saving Many persons, and which, had aot the 
vessel broken up in so short a time, would undoubted! 
have been the means af saving most of —— 
The committee acknowledged the assistance which 
they continued to receive from the local committees ; 
from the Mercantile Marine Fund, through the Board of 


Trade j and from the Commodore, Comptroller-General, 
the Comptroller-General, and the officers and 
men of the service.

Committee may be thus briefly stated :—Since the for- 
mation of the institution it expended on lifeboat 
establishments £56,948 58. 8d., and has voted 82 gold 
and 658 silver medals for distinguished services in 
saving life, besides pecuniary awards, amounting to- 
gether to £12,759 16s. 3d.

I accept 
their solemn vote, and herceforth will be proud to call 
them my people. In uniting to my ancient provinces 
not only the States of Modena and Parma, but also the 
Romagna, which has already separated itself from the 
Papal Government, I do not intend to fail in my deep 
devotedness to the Chief ot the Church. Iam ready to 
defend the independence necessary to the Supreme 
Minister of Religion, the Pope, to contribute to the 
splendour of his court, and to pay homage to his sove- 
reignty. Our Parliament, in receiving the representa- 
tives of Central Italy, will ensure prosperity, liberty, 

and independence to the new Kingdom.”

MADRAS. 

Our advices from Madras are to the 14th rebruary. 

Tux Govexnnon’s Toun.—Sir C. Trevelyan was still 
out on his tour, but it would not be of so lenuthened a 
nature as was at first arranged. The trip to Ceylon 
had been given up in consequence of there being no 
steamer to convey his Excellency thither, and the omis 
sioa of that part of the programine seemed to have ne- 
cessitated the abandonment of a wood many others, as, 
for instance, the visit io the western district of Malabar. 
At Madura there had been a scene of unprecedented 
gaiety and rejoicing in honour of the Governor's visit 
to that place. IIis Excellency made his entry into the 
town on the 26th January, accompanied by the collec- 
tor, his assistant and deputy, the judge and his sub, and 
all the géntry of the place, who went out some distance 
to receive the illustrious visiter. Triumphal arches 
were erected from the tiver Vygha—at the northern 
entrance to the town-—to Mr. Cotton's house, where 
his Execellen’dy put up, a distance of fully two miles. 
In addition to the native “torenums,.” with wreaths of 
green leaves and flowers suspended to them, more ex- 
pensive triumphal arches were neatly got up, and richly 
decorated panela were erected at almost every two 
hundred yards, with suitable mottoes in large gold and 
silver paper letters. The whole of the wide streets and 
the tops of the houses and bazaars were thronged with 
people, who threw baskets of flowers and cheered the 
Governor all the time, 

THE COURSE OF EVENTS, 
(FROM THE ONSEN V EN, ) 

“Events march.” In the past week Savoy has been 
annexed to France; the French people now sleep in 
peace, no longer disturbed by the danger in which a 
powerful Northern Italian kingdom was said to place 
them; and the passes of the Alps—the key of Italy—are 
once more in French keeping. To usea common phrase 
— The eat has been let out of the bag. It is now 
clear that there existed, at least since the commence- 
ment of the late war in Italy, robably long anterior to 
its bet undertaken, an une erstanding between the 
French Emperor and the Sardinian King on the subject 
of the cession of Suvoy and Nice ; andthat the bargain 
was concluded when Louis Napoleon gave away Lom- 
bardy. All the high-flown praise that has been bestowed 
upon Count Cavour, all the incense offered up to Vietor 
— in that inter val of time, have, therefore, been 
thrown away. 

The tendency of the Government of this country 
would seem to be to look upon the annexation as d 
matter of fact, and to acquiesce in it as inevitable. Lt is 
certainly not to be avoided ; and the cause is not worth 
a war with France so far as England is concerned. 
That it is a palatable proceeding, however, may be 
doubted. The Powers most interested in the principle 
involved in this act—namely, the principle ot natural 
boundaries”—have not stirred in the question, with the
